Regulate Export of 
Atomic Equipment

The atomic energy commission to- 
day issued a new regulation le- 
quiring a specific commission lic- 
ense for the export of equipment 
which may be used in atomic ener- 
gy reseach and production work.

tions have focussed public atten- 
tion on important diseases whose 
problems were not generally ap- 
preciated, and their educational 
value has been -very extensive. 
One of the difficulties about such 
spontaneous activity is that we 
have a large number of health 
organizations whose work is not 
coordinated. 
Because 
of 
their 


spontaneous origin, some diseases 
receive a lot of public attention 
and financial support while others, 
equally or even more important, 
are ignored. From this has come 
a growing demand for more uni- 
fied activities, rather than for 
new specialized programs for ad- 
ditional diseases in an ever-increas- 
ing complexity. 


Last month one of the most 


significant moves in the history 
of American medicine occurred 
when four national groups issued 
a joint statement on "Planning for 
the Chronically 111." 
ness takes in such 
arthritis, asthma, "diabetes, heart 
disease, mental illness, high blood 
pressure, 
and 
others. 
Without 


doubt, the problem of chronic ill- 
ness is the greatest single problem 
facing the medical, public health, 
and public welfare professions. At 
least one sixth of our total popula- 
tion is suffering from 
chronic 


disease—some twenty five million 
persons. 
Of this number, seven 


million are appreciably disabled, 
while one and one half million 
persons are total invalids. 
5*ully 


one-half are below 45 years of age; 
16 percent are under 25.» Con- 
sidering that more than

quarters of .these persons are in 
the productive years 15-64, the ex- 
tent is indeed staggering. 


A problem of this magnitude re- 


quires the best thought, the best 
planning, and the complete co- 
operation of all concerned.
